"My  hope  is  that  the  provision  herein  made  will  be  sufficient  for  es- 
tablishing and  supporting  a  school  of  high  character,  where  the  pupils 
may  receive  a  thorough  education  upon  the  most  liberal  and  enlightened 
principles. 

"My  intention  is  that  the  school  shall  never  be  in  any  form  or  degree 
exclusive,  either  religiously  or  politically,  but  open  for  the  admission  of 
all  whose  good  character  and  condition  entitle  them  to  share  in  its 
benefits,  and  of  this  the  Trustees  are  to  be  the  sole  judges."

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CHARGES  AND  FREE  TUITION 

The  income  from  the  Endowment  Funds  is  sufficient  to  pay  the 
salaries  of  the  teachers,  the  cost  of  the  instruction  and  some  of  the 
general  expenditure  for  maintaining  the  school,  the  buildings  and  the 
grounds.  No  charge  is  made  to  the  students  for  tuition.  From  each 
student  of  the  school,  however,  a  small  fee  is  required  as  an  earnest  of 
serious    attention   and    faithful   attendance. 

These  fees  have  been  fixed  for  the  coming  3'ear  as  follows  : 

For  each  student  of  the  Day  Classes — $50.00  per  year. 

For  each  student  registering  only  for  morning  classes,  $30.00. 

For  each  student  registering  only  for  afternoon  classes,  $30.00. 

For  each  student  of  the  Evening  Classes — $20.00  per  year. 

For  each  student  of  the  Saturday  Morning  Class — $10.00  per  year. 

These  fees  are  payable  one-half  in  advance  and  one-half  on  Febru- 
ary   1st. 


CERTIFICATES  AND  DIPLOMAS 

A  certificate  will  be  awarded  at  the  end  of  each  school  year  for  the 
satisfactory   completion   of   any    subject. 

Pupils  by  attending  part  time,   day   or   evening,  may  earn  the   certi- 
ficates required  for  the  completion  of  a  course. 

Diplomas  will  be  awarded  when   certificates   have  been  given   for   all 
subjects  outlined  in  a  course.

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TEXTILE  DESIGN  COURSE 

This  course  gives  general  knowledge  of  drawing  and  design  as  applied 
to  textiles,  develops  the  originality  and  gives  practical  work  in  making 
textiles  from  raw  cotton  to  the  finished  product.  Hand  looms  give 
the  pupils  opportunity  to  weave  samples  of  their  designs,  but  all  other 
work  such  as  study  of  textile  machinery,  weaving  designing  for  Dobby 
and  Jacquard  looms,  dyeing,  etc.  may  be  done  at  the  New  Bedford  Textile 
School.  In  other  words,  the  Swain  School  teaches  the  artistic  part, 
such  as  creating  designs  for  textiles,  while  the  New  .Bedford  Textile 
School  teaches  the  mechanical  application  and  reproduction  of  the 
designs  in  textiles.  Possibly  no  art  study  offers  greater  opportunities 
for   the   future  than  textile   design.

ATELIER  SWAIN 

THE  SOCIETY  OF  BEAUX  ARTS  ARCHITECTS,  NEW  YORK 
Nat.   C.   Smith,   Patron  Joseph   Welsh,    Massier 

The  course  is  modeled  on  the  principles  of  the  instruction  at  the  Ecole 
des  Beaux  Arts  in  Paris,  and  consists  annually  of  a  series  of  thirty-five 
(35)  competitions  and  several  prize  competitions  conducted  by  The 
Society  of  Beaux  arts  Architects. 

The  Atelier  class  will  be  open  to  any  student  or  draftsman  who  has 
a  working  knowledge  of  the  five  orders.  Briefly,  the  method  of  instruc- 
tion is  as  follows  :  On  each  third  or  fourth  Saturday,  the  class  will  meet 
at  1  p.  m.,  and  printed  programs  will  be  distributed.  These  programs 
state  the  requirements  of  the  problem  in  architectural  design,  from 
which  the  pupil  is  expected  to  prepare  a  design  in  sketch  form  without 
the  use  of  documents,  and  finish  in  not  over  nine  consecutive  hours. 

In  the  Analytique,  Project  and  Archceology  problems,  the  student 
retains  a  copy  of  his  sketch,  the  original  being  sent  to  New  York. 
About  six  weeks  is  allowed  in  which  to  complete  large  rendered  draw- 
ings, which  on  fixed  dates  are  sent  to  the  New  York  jury  appointed  by 
the  Society.  These  final  drawings  are  compared  with  the  sketches  first 
sent,  and  such  solutions  as  show  sufficient  merit  are  awarded  mentions. 
The  drawings  are  then  returned  to  the  students.  The  Equisse-Equisse 
(Rendered  Sketches)  are  judged  in  the  same  manner,  but  the  final 
drawing  must  be  completed  within  nine  hours,  no  preliminary  sketch 
being  required. 

The  competitions  are  divided  into  two  classes,  A  and  B.  A  stated 
number  of  mentions  must  be  obtained  in  each  class  to  progress.  The 
completion  of  Class  A  requirements  entitles  the  student  to  the  Society's 
Certificate   in  Architecture. 

The  only  cost  will  be  an  annual  charge  of  Two  Dollars  to  each  pupil 
for  registration  with  the   Society. 
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SWAIN  SCHOOL  ART  CLUB 

This  club  is  a  social  and  educational  organization  with  a  business 
side   as   well. 

Among  the  activities  are  meetings  with  essays  and  readings  by  the 
students  or  addresses  upon  art  topics  by  the  instructors  or  others 
interested  in   art.     Frequently  purely   social   functions   are  included. 

The  club  also  has  a  shop  in  which  art  objects  are  placed  on  sale 
and  where  orders  are  taken  for  the  making  of  art  objects  or  for  the 
decoration  of  homes,  binding  of  books,  illustrating,  or  any  other  art 
work  which  the  skilled  members  of  the  club  are  able  to  do.  A  reason- 
able price  is  asked  for  all  objects  on  sale  or  for  the  filling  of  com- 
missions.

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

CONDITIONS   OF  ADMISSION. 

1.  Candidates  for  admission  to  the  school  must  be  at  least  fourteen 
years  of  age,  except  those  desiring  to  take  the  Saturday  morning 
courses,  who   must   be   at   least   twelve   years   of  age. 

2.  All  candidates  must  satisfy  the  director  that  they  are  qualified 
to  undertake  the  course  which  they  wish  to  pursue. 

3.  Applicants  will  not  be  admitted  to  the  school  after  the  first 
four  weeks  of  the  school  year  except  by  vote  of  the  School  Committee 
upon   recommendation   of  the   Director. 

ATTENDANCE. 

4.  Attendance  of  pupils  must  be  prompt  and  regular.  In  case  of 
absence  or  tardiness  the  reason  therefor  must  be  presented  in  writing 
to  the  Director  on  blanks   furnished  by  the  school. 

5.  Continual  and  unjustified  absence  or  tardiness  or  failure  to 
properly  comply  with  regulation  No.  4  shall  be  sufficient  reason  for 
dismissal  from  the  school. 

6.  Whenever  possible  the  excuse  blanks  should  be  filed  previous  to 
absence   or   tardiness. 

PUPILS'   WORK. 

7.  No  pupil's  name  will  be  inserted  in  the  School  Circular  unless 
he  has  received  an  Honorary  Mention  for  the  previous  year's  work. 

8.  No  pupil  will  be  allowed  to  accept  commissions  or  execute 
orders  except  with  the  permission  of  the  Director  and  until  he  has 
studied  in  the  school  for  one  year  and  shows  sufficient  ability. 

9.  All  work  done  by  pupils  during  the  class  hours  and  under  school 
supervision  shall  be  the  property  of  the  school  until  after  the  Annual 
School  Exhibition;  except  commissions  authorized  by  the  Director  or 
articles  exhibited  for  sale  with  the  Director's  consent. 

10.  The  Director  may  retain  in  the  school  for  exhibition  purposes, 
all  drawings  or  paintings,  designs,  or  art  objects  receiving  Honorary 
Mention. 

11.  All  pupils  are  required  to  exhibit  their  work  done  during  the 
school  year  at  the  Annual   School  Exhibition. 

12.  Two  paintings,  four  sketches  and  one  article  produced  in  each 
other  course  may  be  retained  by  the  school  for  its  permanent  col- 
lection. The  school  will  pay  for  the  cost  of  materials  used  in  all  work 
kept  by  the  school.    The  Director  shall  determine  the  works  so  retained. 
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13.  No  pupil  or  club  member  will  be  allowed  to  exhibit  or  dispose 
of  any  drawing  or  object  made  in  class  until  permission  is  secured  from 
the  Director. 

SUPPLIES. 

14.  Students  in  all  classes  are  required  to  furnish  their  own 
materials.  Supplies  are  sold  at  the  school,  and  furnished  to  the  pupils 
at  a  price  as  near  cost  as  possible.  Information  concerning  what  is 
needed  will   be   furnished  by  the   Instructor. 

DISCIPLINE. 

15.  Earnest  application  to  work  and  strict  compliance  with  all 
school  Rules  and  Regulations  will  be  expected  from  every  student. 
Misconduct,  disobedience  or  failure  to  comply  with  any  Rules  and 
Regulations  will  be  acted  on  by  the  Director  or  reported  by  him  to  the 
School   Committee.
